N became known yesterday that Chief 
Justice McSurely of the Superior court has 
been trying for a month to ascertain who 
tampered with the court records in the 
“ Fish Murray salary litigation. Somebody 
deliberately but clumsily changed the docket 
and the wrapper of the record in an attempt 
to have the cage tried by Judge Charles A. 
McDonald rather than by Judge Richard N. 
Burke, in whose court the case properly be- 
longed. The trick was discovered and the 
case was sent to Judge Burke, where it wil! 
probably be heard in a few days. 

“ Fish Murray is the chief food inepector 
of the county, appdinted on Dec. 6 last by 
President Bartzen of the county board. Mr. 
Bartzen made a big noise aboutthe character 
of food being given county wards and then 
appointed Murray without consulting the 
civil service commission. 


Calls Appointment legal. 

Bartsen did not even report the appoint 
ment or go through the formality of asking 
for authority, as the law requires, to make 
a temporary appointment. 

The Civil Service Reform association 
looked upon the appointment as fraudulent 
and said as much. It applied to Judge Mar- 


tin M. Gridley for an InjJun¢tion temporarily | 


to restrain the county from paying Murray’s 
salary—$250 a month. The judge granted R. 
It ran against William L. O'Connell, county 
treasurer; Peter Bartzen, president of the 
county board, and the county commissioners, 
The treasurer and the county commissioners 
were not interested, because Fish“ was the 
appointee of Peter Bartzen. Neither Mur- 
ray nor his sponsor made any real attempt 
to have the injunction set aside. Presum- 
ably they figured that they could not con- 
vince Judge Gridley. 


Judges’ Names Juggled. 

In the reassignment of the judges of the 
Superior court in September the chancery 
calenders of Judges Gridley, Cooper, and 
Ball were transferred to Judges Burke, Bren- 
tano, and McDonald, respectively. That 
means that the case of Fish Murray. on 
the cali of Judge Gridley, should ‘have been 
transferred to Judge Burke. But in the 
court docket for this case, general No. 285,186, 
terms No. 9,261, somebody took a penknife or 
ink eraser and scratched out the name 
“ Gridley and substituted the name Ball.“ 

Below the name of McDonald was inserted 
over the erased name of Burke, which, on the 
face of the records, would indicate that the 
case had been transferred from Judge Bal! 
to Judge McDonald. The wrepper was also 
changed. The old wrapper was discarded 
and a new one substituted which indicated 
that the transfer had been from Judge Ball 
to McDonald. 

In examining the files Russell Whitman, 
attorney for the Civil Service Reform asso- 
elation. noticed the new wrapper. He sent 
Walter 8. Underwood, connected with his 
office, to investigate. 


Discovery Told in Affidavit. 

When the case was called before Judge 
McDonald on Oct. 24 Attorney Whitman 
presented an affidavit made by Mr. Under- 
wood and reciting the above facts. 

Judge McDonald refused to have anything 
to do with the case and ordered it trans- 
ferred to Judge Burke. E. G. Purkiser, attor- 
ney for the county civil service commission, 
is the attorney for President Bartsen in this 
case. 

The matter was reported to Chief Justice 
McSurely, who directed that the matter be 
suppressed until he could make an investiga- 
tion, explaining that he thought he might 
be able to get more information if he was 
permitted to work quietly. By error, the 
affidavit was placed in the files. Judge Mc- 
Surely questioned Charles W. Vail, clerk of 
the court, and his chief deputy, Charies E. 
Shearman. All of the minute clerks were 
questioned, as well as five clerks in the gen- 
eral office of Mr. Vail. All the minute clerks 
were exonerated and no evidence was discoy- 
ered that any of the five others had made the 
change or that they had a friend who was in- 
terested in getting Fish Murray his pay. 


Lay Trick to “Outsider.” 

Both Mr. Vail and Mr. Shearman are con- 
vinced that the change was made by some 
one outside the office, and have determined to 
put a watcher on guard beginning Deo. 1. 
These records are not locked in vaults, es 
none was built for them. 

Although Fish Murray has been serving 
for almost a year he has received only $160.71. 

Three judges were asked whether mutiiat- 
ing and changing the clerk’s docket is legally 
changing a public record. All of them said 
they desired to investigate before making 
reply.

UPHELD BY SIGNED PAPER 


Document Exonerates Him of 
Frauds in Dealings with the 
Two Brothers. 


New Tork, Nov. 23.—John D. Rockefeller 
replied: tonight to the charges made by the 
Merritt brothers before the Stanley steel 
regarding the 
methods used by Mr. Rockefeller in securing 
control’ of the Mesaba ore mines and the 
Duluth, Missabe and Northern railroad. The 
state t follows:

“In February, 1894, the Merritt bfothers, 
being pressed by other creditors, applied to 
Mr. Rockefeller for further assistance. In- 
stead of calling his loan. as they charge, he 
furnished them an additional surg of $480,000. 
“They sold him 90,000 shares of stock at 


‘$10 a share, amounting to $900,000, the sev- 


eral members of the family contributing dif- 
ferent proportions. For one-half of this— 
more than enough to cover his loan to them 
—he gave to each of them an optign to re- 
purchase in a year at the price that they 
had sold it to him, with 6 per cent interest. 

Prior to the expiration of the year Al- 
fred Merritt, one of the brothers who testi- 
fied before the committee, brought sult 
against Mr. Rockefeller, and he and several 
of the others never endeavored to exercise 
the option. Another brother and nephew, at 
the expiration. of the option,.applied for an 
extension of it on their stock, which was 
given, and they subsequently took back their 
stock, amounting to 10,000 shares, and on 
the formation of the Steel corporation sold 
it ‘to: that company.“ 


Tells of Acquiring Ore Fields. 

Reference to the manner in which Mr. 
Rockefeller gained contro! of the ore fields 
is contained in his own book, Random 
Reminiscences of Men and Events,“ pub- 
lished in 1900. He refers to his employment 
of the Rev. Frederick T. Gates, whom he 
eulogizes as = possessing rare te rset abll- 
ity oe 

The book: says Mr. Gates helped unravel 
some of the “tangled affairs growing out 
of Mr. Rockefeller’s minority holdings” in 
enterprises in the “‘ northwest country.“ 

Mr. Rockefeller tells how the panic of 
1898 affected the stocks and bonds of a rall- 
road he was building to carry the ore from 
the mines to lake ports. 

We had invested many. millions and none 
wanted. to go in with us to buy stdck,’’ he 
wrote. On the contrary everybody else 
seemed to want to sell. The stock was offered 
to us ih alarming quantities—substantially 
all of the capital stock of the companies came 
without any solicitation on our part—quite 
the contrary—and we paid for it in cash. 

We now found ourselves in control of a 
great amount of ore lands.” 


Merritt Sticks to Story. 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.—Leonidas ler- 
ritt late tonight declared that the paper 
mentioned by Rockefeller was voluntarily 
presented to the house steel comimittee by the 
Merritt brothers, and that Rockefeller will 
not deny that Merritt took $700,000,000 worth 
of securities to New York and several months 
afterwards left there penniless. Mr. Mer- 
ritt assured Mr. Rockefeller that he would 
not have an attorney ingult or grill Rocke- 
feller if Rockefeller appeared before the 
house committee. 


Fight in House Assured. 

An open fight in the house of representa- 
tives between Representative O. A. Stanley 
of Kentucky, chairman of the house special 
comYnittee on inquiry into the United States 
Steel corporation, and Representative Martin 
W. Littleton of New York, a Democratic 
member of the committee, was assured today 
when Chairman Stanley declared he would 
appeal to the house to force Littleton's res- 
tgnation’frqm the committee.

Down Taking Leave of Fa- 
ther and Brother. 


RECOVERS NERVE SOON. 


Will Die for Murder of His Wife 
Within Hour After Sunrise; 
Governor Not to Interfere. 


Richmond, Va., Nov. 20. Taking a pathetic 
leave of his immediate family, Henry Clay 
Beattie Jr. tonight made ready for death in 
the electric chair. 

Tomorrow within an hour after sunrise he 
will have paid the penalty demanded by the 
law for the murder of his young wife last 
July. 


There is nothing to indicate that Gov. Mann 


will act to stay the hand of justice. 

For a few brief moments today, Beattie 
broke down and it was feared his nerve was 
a baut to desert him. This was when he took 
leave of his father and brother, Douglas. 
When the parting came, the son laid his head 
on his father’s breast and sobbed convulsive- 
ly.. One arm was flung across his father’s 
shoulders, the other hand gripped that of his 
brother. 


Beattie Quickly Recowers. 

He recovered quickly, however. The fa- 
ther kept his emotions in check, although the 
tears rolled down his cheeks and his lips 
twitched pathetically. No words were 
spoken. 

“Good-by,” he said, and turned away. 
Neither father nor brother made reply, but 
made their way from the pen. When they 
enter it again it will be to claim the body 
of their kinsman. 

Hazel, the 18 year old sister of the pris- 
oner, and his two aunts drove to the state's 
prison in a closed carriage in the afternoon. 
They were in the death chamber a trifle more 
than an hour. When they emerged Hazel 
was on the verge of collapse, while the others 
were agitated and the eyes of each were 
red and puffed with weeping. 


Beulah Binford Absent. 

Their entrance and departure were observed 
by a crowd of several hundred persons, gath- 
ered to witness the rumored visit of Beulah 
Binford to the prison. The report proved to 
be untrue, the girl whose power over young 
Beattie is said to have driven him to the 
killing of his wife, having been discovered 
in. New York. |

that of his wife.

„Washington, D. C., Nov. 23.—[{Special.J— 
Chief Justice White of the Untted States Su- 
preme court today declined to entertain the 
motion of counsel for the indicted Chicago 
meat packers for a stay of proceedings in 

their trial in the federal court at Chicago. 

He informed Attorneys John 8. Miller and 
Levy Mayer, representing the ten defend- 
ants, that the motion properly could be 
passed upon only by the full court, which 
will resume its sessions on Dec. 4. 

The attorneys departed for Chicago this 
afternoon, intending to ask Judge Carpenter 
to postpone the trial set for next Monday 80 
as to enable them to present thefr plea to 
the Supreme court in accordance with the 
course indicated by the chief justice. 


Upsets an Abused Practice. 

In declining to entertain the motion Chief 
Justice White overturned a practice which 
has obtained in the federal courts for many 
years and indicated that so long as he is at 
the head of the tribunal! greater care will be 
exercised in granting delays on technical 
pleas. 

It has been customary for individual mem- 
bers of the Supreme court to grant stays 
of proceedings upon representations made 
in chambers by counsel for interested par- 
tles. In some instances politicians have taken 
a hand in attempting to induce associate jus- 
tices to suspend the processes of other courts. 

The issuance of a stay of proceedings by an 
individual justice during the vacation of the 
court is approved, but when the tribunal is 
in session the chief justice holds that such 
authority can be given only by the whole 


bench. In one or two notable instances in- 
dividual justices have been reprimanded by

This plan would not be ideal. For one.

EAT BULKIER FOOD, 

O. K. writes: What can a woman of 75 
do whose head is one mass of acute neural- 
gia, who works more than she ought to, and 
patches more quilts than is necessary, but 
cannot be made to shake off work habit? 
Ordinary relief, as she understands it, docs 
not suffice. What about the sand cure? 
Will one-half a teaspoonful a day of steril- 
ized sand be beneficia) to the average per- 
son? How and upon- what organs does it 
act. and is there liable to be damage result- 
ing from continued use? How often would 
it be advantageous to use it? 


REPLY. 

As we have frequently written, the cure for 
ordinary cases of constipation is to eat bulkier 
food, particularly food containing a good dea) 
of roughening. We especially advise wheat, bran, 
unbolted corn meal, breakfast foods, which con- 
tain a good deal of bran or fiber, the stringy, 
fibrous parte of meat. the peelings of apples, 
pears, peaches, and apricots, and the bulls and 
seeds of grapes, 

The receipt of this letter and several others 
indicates that the use ‘of sand for constipation 
is somewhet widespread. The first thought is 
that it would de Hable to cause intestinal stones. 
Yet, intestinal stones are rare, harm from them 
is so much rarer, we eat so much dirt with our 
ood and drink so much with our water that the 
danger cannot amoynt.to much. If sand is used, 
it should de free from clay and ordinary dirt. 
‘Possibly it Is best to bake it to make it sterile. 

Even though we are careléss gbout eating 
bacteria in miik, it is just as well to be care- 
ful about eating them in sand. It is probably 
better to use peelings, bran, ete., than to ure 
sand. But sand is better than purgatives, ois, 
saits, or ordinary constipation eures.

Capt Edmund Bellairs. has long been 
British consul and, through his French wife, 
owns the beautiful Villa de Mouriscot. leased 
to Princess Frederica of Hanover, and 
where King Alfonso of Spain became at- 
fianced to Princess Ena of Battenberg. 

Lord Louth is. like his forbears a Roman 
Catholic. Indeed his family suffered much 
by reason. of their faith and of their loyalty 
to the Stuarts. Thus, the sixth lord was 
kept for many yeare impriscned in Dublin 


| castle by order of Cromwell, and his eon. the 


seventh lord was outlawed for throwing in 
his lot with King James II. and — 
| himself to the latter’s fortunes. 

The present Lord Louth served for a time 
in the army as a subaltern of the Wiltshire 
regiment, popularly known as the Spring- 
ers,” but resigned his commission on marry- 
ing in order to devote himself altogether to 
his estates. which #ive been in the pofses- 
sion of his ancestors for many hundreds of 
years and which extend over an area of 
some 8,000 acres around his ancestral home, 
Lowth hall; end embrace the neighboring 
town of Ardee. 

There ts another Lady Louth still in ex- 
istence besides bie wife. She is the second 
wife and widow of his father, the thirteenth 
lord and is therefore his stepmother. After 
the late peer's death she contracted a very 
foolish marriage with a drunken brute of 
the name of Richard Muldowney, with the 


result that abe lost her reason and has been 


ever since In a sanitarium, the courts having 
fortunately freed her from her huitand on 


the ground of his brutality, intemperance, 
and statutory. misconduct.

On Radio-Activity. 
[Latest Scientific Research Outlined in Lecture.] 


ROF, HERBERT NEWBY Mcox of chi- 
Cago university in the fourth of the se- 
ries of popular science lectures last 
night in Fullerton hall, Art institute, 
dealt with some recent advances in 
chemistry, especially as related to radio-ac- 
tivity, 
Not as @ result of luck or accident,” began 
the lecturer, “but as the consummation of 
years of toll and investigation come the dis- 
coveries in the chemical laboratory. And dis- 
coveries and triumphs there are. Already not 
a few commodities are produced in the lab- 
oratory cheaper than they can be had by nat- 
ural production, This is entirely true of mad- 
der, Soon indigo will be more easily produced 
ehemically, and then Germany's chemists will 
supplant India's agriculturists. 
“The rubber industry also is not, destined 
to be long dependent on the rubber plant.“

“Twenty years ago,” he continued, “of the 
some Beventy-fivye elements perhaps one-third 
were common, the others very rare, considered 
chemical curiosities. Today we Tecognise most 
ot those rare ones and have profited by that 
knowledge. One result of it is that the old 
carbon light is being rapidly superseded by the 
improved tungsten, and stil] more may be ex- 
pected in this connection. Only last June at 
the convention of chemists was exhibited a 
pure metallic tungsten. This will no doubt 
soon be made avaflable and the perfect tung - 
sten be ours. 

“Venadium. calcium, silicon were mentioned 
as lately made avaiable in considerable quan- 
tities, The last named element, one of the 
newest, will give us a glass capable of resist- 
ing the effects of sudden changes of tempera- 
ture and possessing a high melting point, 

“The high temperatures obtainable from 
modern electric furnaces, of course, make pos- 
sible processes of analysis hitherto out of the 
question; Graphite (black lead) is now pro- 
duced chemically in large quantities. Exceed- 
ing low temperatures also have been reached, 
even sufficient to liquefy helium, the last of all 
gases to liquefy. It is claimed that the abso- 
lute zero has been approached to within 5 de- 
grees, And the ‘permanent gases of Faraday 
exist no longer.

But the most remarkable finds of the chem- 
iste, certainly, if we credit the startling ac- 

ounts that have appeared within the last 

ade, are 
and radio-activity.” Without committing him- 
self on the reliability of these reports, the 
lecturer declared hfs purpose of giving an 
“unimpassioned account of seme of radium’s 
manifestations.” 

“Viewed by daylight, it is an ordinary look- 
ing substance resembling dirty salt. At night 
one can discern something of a glow from it. 
Place near it a substance such as a diamond 
and the diamond takes on a greatly increased 
brilllancy. But approach radium with sulphide 
of zinc and we witness startling effects.” 

These effects were then suggested by a de- 
vice thrown on the screen ich the lecturer 
explained was a fake device but served 
the purpose. 

Radium,“ he continued, “is constantly giv- 
ing out heat and will in an hour melt one and 
one-half times its weight of ice. Pass radium 
through a current of air and the air becomes 
radio-aétive. Radium gives off a radio-active 
gas or ‘emanation’ which by the use of liquid 
air can be reduced to a liquid. 


— 
The remarkable thing about this ‘emana- 
tion’ is that once it has been removed from 
a given quantity of radium we ea: later ex- 
tract still more from it, and this process can 
be repeated many times, perhaps an infinite 
number. But there is a maximum amount of 
gas which a given bulk of radium may con- 
tain; above this it decays or disappears, How- 
ever, this unique property of repeated radiation 
is puzzling. If radium produces a substance, 
a form of matter, radium should be a chemical 
compound in decomposition, but it is not.

The Practical Housewife. 
BY MARION HARLAND. 
Tamale Recipe. 


“The other day, being at a loss for a new 


shop and bought some _ tamales. 
chanced to run uptown on business at noon of 
that day, and I was delighted to treat him to 
something we had both enjoyed hugely last 
winter in Mexico and later ‘in New Orleans. 
We sat down with high expectation of a feast. 
‘What a fall was there, my friends!’ The 
tamales were hot—not a doubt on that point. 
That was all that could be said in favor of the 
canned horrors, That set me to wondering why 
housekeepers do not make them for themselves. 
I have tried the accompanying recipe in days 
past and had encouraging success. It was 
given to me by a Louisiana cook. 


“HOT TAMALES. 


Chop one pound of beef; add a little chopped 
tallow or one tablespoonful of lard and a little 
salt. Fry in a pan until tender. Chop again 
very fine; return to pan; add a littl warm 
water and one teaspoonful of chili powder. 
Stir and fry for ten minutes. You can use the 
sauce left from the above to prepare dough 
with; the same will impart an excellent flavor. 
Add to one quart of cornmeal two tablespoon- 
fuls of salt, two tablespoonfuls of lard, and 
bolling water to make a thick dough. Cut off 
with a scissors about one inch of corn husk and 
boll the stalk end ten minutes; dry and rub 
over with a cloth dipped in hot lard, Put a 
layer of dough on the husk about four inches 
long, one and one-half inches wide, and one- 
fourth inch thick. Along the center spread 
two teaspoonfuls of the prepared meat. Roll 
the whole like a cigaret and fold the small end 
of the husk. Place them with the folded end 
down in a potato strainer; place the strainer in 
| @ pot over water, cover the whole with a cloth, 
and steam for two hours. Always serve hot. 
The above will make about fifty tamales.

minced citron. Stir this into the batter and 
beat al] together a minute more. Next put in 
a teaspoonful of einnamon, spices and mace 
(powdered) in equal quantities of each. ftir 
hard for another full minute and add, a hand 
ful at a time, a quart of flour, sifted twice with 
two teaspoonfuls (even) of baking powder. 

Pour into a buttered mold and steam for four 
hours, or bake for two, 

If you bake it, keep it covered for over an 
hour in a moderate oven. Brown for half an 
hour. , 

Any plum pudding may -be converted into a 
temperance pudding by omitting the liquor.

Bread Garnish and Cases. 

6 WISH I had,” comes too readily to most 
5 women's lips. It is a very bad habit 

to give these words utterance with any 

frequency. It is much better for us to 

say we have and then to make the best 
of what We do have. 

Instead of saying: “I wish I had somt patty 
shells, or some Italian breadsticks, or some cress 
for a garnish, or my favorite soup cracker,” say 
rather: “ Well, I have a loaf of bread, therefore 
I can make good substitutes for any of these 
things.“ The loaf of bread is a very versatile 
food supply. It is not only a staff, but may 
be easily made into luxuries, 

Bread Cases for Peas or Other Vegetables.— 
Cut slices of bread an inch thick and cut out 
into rounds with a bread cutter. Scoop out a 
hollow in the center, being careful not to cut 
through, brush over with melted butter, place 
in @ pan and put in tne oven for a few min- 

Remove to hot serv- 
ing plates, dip in vegetables and pour sauce 
over all, or 

Bread Cases I1.--Cut eight slices of bread 
about half an inch thick, Trim them so that 
they will be of uniform size whether square 
er round, then cut the centers from four slices 
leaving a half inch wall. Toast nicely, then 
butter. Put the ut out pieces on the others, 
forming the cases, on a hot platter and when 


ready to serve fill with the prepared vegetables 


or creamed meat. 

Of course, it is not necessary to waste a bit 
of the bread cut away from these slices, It can 
be either crumbed or made into the smaller 
soup croutons, 

If you have a timbale iron you may think it 
less trouble to make timbale shells for your 
peas, using the following recipes. 

Timbale Shelis—One-half cup flour, yolk of 
one egg, one-fourth teaspoon of salt, one-fourth 
teaspoon of olive oil, three-fourths of a cup of 
milk, flour to make a thin batter—some over a 
cup. Heat timbale irons in hot fat, dip in bat- 
ter, then in hot fat until brown. Drain on 
cheese cloth. This is sufficient for twelve shelis, 

Or you may use potatoe nests made as follows: 

Potato Nests.-Mash and season six holled po- 
tatoes, being careful not to add more than two 
tablespoons of milk. Line well greased. muffin 
pans with the potato, leaving a nest in the cen- 
ter. Brush with one beaten egg and bake until 
a golden brown. Remove carefuly to a tter 
and fill the center with creamed vegetab 

Toast or Bread Sticks.- t bread into pieces 
three or four inches long and three-fourths of 
an inch wide and thick.
